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Chief: Drugs rampant here 


City among leaders in drug-related arrests

Illegal drugs and other crimes associat- 
ed with them are rampant in Granite 
City, the police chief says. say 

“To you and to the public, this town 
has—a-serious-drug—problem,”’-Chief- Jim: 
Lengyel told the City Council Tuesday 
night. é 

Lengyel said the comment was made in 
response to a comment from a woman 
who told him that Granite City has no 
drug problem and that the city should not 
commit a man to the Metropolitan 
Enforcement Group of Southwestern IIli- 
nois (MEGSI). One Granite City officer is 
assigned to MEGSI. i 

Lengyel later said that he has heard 
from a number of people that Granite 
City has no drug problem, but said that 
claim is just not true. - 

To back up his statement, Lengyel 
revealed statistics compiled by MEGSI,-a 
joint undercover drug enforcement group 
made up of officers from participating 
departments. 

In 1993, Lengyel said, MEGSI agents 
made more than 200 arrests in 39 cities. 


Twenty-two of those arrests were in 
Granite City, giving the 3 
city the dubious honor — 
along with: Washington 
Park, where 22 arrests 
were made — of having 
the most MEGSI arrests 
mae. 

Only in East St. Louis, 
where a five-man drug 
unit works full time, 
were there more drug-re- 
lated arrests, Lengyel Lengyel 
said. He said 23 such arrests were made 
in East St. Louis last year. 

As a result of those 22 Granite City 
arrests and related investigations, MEGSI 
agents confiscated about 712 pounds of 


,cocaine, 351 pounds of marijuana, about 
’ 40,000 pharmaceutical pills, 55. grams ‘of 


crack cocaine and 15 grams of heroin in a 
period of about 14 months, Lengyel said. 

He said that the increasing availability 
of drugs has also increased the preva- 
lence of related crimes. 

The Police Department is aware of at 
least-10 known prostitutes and 15 to 20 
known crack-cocaine dealers working in 
the city, the chief said. 


Lengyel, citing a shortage of manpower 
on the department, recently told the City 
Council that he will-not sign a, contract to 
extend the Drug Abuse Resistance Educa- 
tion (DARE) contract into the 1994-95 
&chool year without additional staffing. 

Under a contract with the school di: 
trict; the department provides one officer 
to take the national drug and alcohol 
abuse prevention message to schools. The 
district guarantees to pay nine months of 
the DARE officer's salary from private 
donations to a fund set up for that pur- 


pose. 

Lengyel, who was chief when the 
DARE program was initiated in the city 
six years ago, said he has no ‘problem 
with the program but that his main con- 
cern is to protect the public and his offi- 
cers’ safety. 

While the department had 53 officers 
when the DARE program started, there 
are currently 50 officers on the force. 

Lengyel said the number of calls for 
service has increased dramatically in 
that same period of time and there are 
times when the city has only four uni 
formed officers on the street.

Ambulance fees will double in Gran- 
ite City over the next three years. 

The Granite City Council voted 8-6 
Tuesday to approve an ordinance that 
will double the rates for users of the 
city’s ambulance service by March -1, 
1997. ‘ ‘i 

The current rates will increase by 
about one-third on March 1 of this year 
and then by another third in 18 months 
(on Sept. 1, 1995). The final increase, 
bringing fees to double the current 
rate, will take place on March 1, 1997. 

Alderman Craig Tarpoff, chairman of 
the aldermanic Fire and Water Com- 
mittee, said ambulance rates will still 
remain lower than those of other ser~ 
vices in this area. 

Tarpoff estimated the cost of the 
ambulance service to the city at almost 
$700,000 per year. 4 

Ambulance’ user fees ‘produce 
between $225,000 and $250,000 in reve- 
nue each year, resulting in’a yearly net 
loss of more than $400,000, Tarpoff said.

Huntco bails 
out Madison 


Firm agrees to pay 
$500,000. for plant

Hunteo Steel Co. has agreed to purchase its 
Madison plant from the city for $500,000. 

“This is the end of the rainbow we have been. 
looking for,’’ said Madison Mayor John Bellcoff. 

The half-million dollars’ will keep us’ alive. and 
keep (Comptroller) Jeanne (Weidner) and me 
from calling the bank all the time to make sure 
(the city’s) checks won’t bounce. 
aM “But even with this ‘pot of gold’ 

there is no surplus money in the 
city. None. Make that clear.” 
Weidner said a “large chunk’’ 
of the money will be used to 
repay the money the city has bor- 
rowéd from its own special funds, 
including $100,000 borrowed from 
its Illinois Municipal Retirement 
Fund, 10 borrowed Som ae 
Alarm epartment Fund an 

Bellcoff $40,000 borrowed from its Motor 
Fuel Tax Fund. 

She said other city funds currently showing a 
deficit, such as the Recreation Fund, will be 
brought into the black. 

Currently, all the city’s funds are kept in a sin- 
gle bank account, but Weidner said the money 
from the sale will enable the city to set up sepa- 
rate accounts for each fund — a move directed by 
the aldermen last year. 

In conjunction with the sale, the Springfield, 
Mo.,-based .company—said_the-Madison—Hurnteo 
plant, jocated in the Stephen Maeras Industrial 
Park, will undergo a $3 million expansion that will 
result in about 14 new jobs by the end of this year. 

Paul Green, comptroller for Huntco, said a date 
for closing the sale has not yet been set, but said 
it should take place “‘very soon."” 

Green said the expansion will begin immediately 
after the closing, and the target date for opening 
the new line is October. 

Huntco plans to add a third processing line to its 
Madison plant and ‘‘beef up” its existing lines, 
Green said. He said two shifts of operators and at 
least one supervisor will be added to operate the 
new line. 

Huntco Steel's Madison facility produces hot 
rolled, pickled and oiled and cold rolled steel for 
use by a variety of manufacturers of steel prod- 
uets: 

Under the terms of the Huntco bid accepted 
Tuesday by the City Council, Huntco will pay the 
city $500,000 in cash at the time of closing. as well 
as reimbursing the city for appraisal fees of not 
less than $2,500 and attorney fees of not less than

New street lights for Madison

Madison hopes to have all new 
street lights by the end of the 
year — new lights that will save 
the city as much as $5,000 a year 
on its electricity bill. 

Illinois Power Co. recently 
replaced all of the city’s mercu- 
ry vapor street lights on Madi- 
son Avenue with sodium lights 
that str just as bright or bright- 
er and more energy efficient. 

Madison Mayor John..Bellcoff 
told the City Council on Tuesday 
that he was so pleased with the 
result and savings on Madison 
Avenue that he approached the 
power company about doing it 
all over the city. 

Illinois Power has agreed to 
replace the 131 remaiming mer- 
* cury vapor lights in the city and 

Bellcoff said the company plans 


to finish the replacement by 
December. 

In other business, the City 
Council approved an ordinance 
that makes the Madison County 
Circuit Court the venue for all 
ordinance violations in the city, 
including the portion of the city 


" in St. Clair County. 


The City Council also voted to 
accept sealed bids for repair of 
the buildings ‘in the city-owned 
shopping center at Third Street 
and Madison Avenue. 

Comptroller Jeanne Weidner 
said the building had been dam- 
aged when large trucks using 
the alley behind the building, 
making deliveries to the stores, 
hit the building. She said the 
accidents had not been reported 
to police 

The aldermen instructed the 
city’s buildings committee to 
meet with the current tenants — 


Farm Fresh and Family Dollar 
— and work out some arrange- 
ment for watching the truc 
making deliveries to their busi- 
nesses. The aldermen agreed 
that if the problem is not solved 
the city may decide to close the 
alley. 

The aldermen also voted to 
hire Dan Donohoo to perform the 
city’s annual financial audit 

Condemnation recommenda- 
tions by Building Inspector Mike 
Foley were accepted for a_two 
story brick commercial building 
at 400 State St. and “a one-story 
frame residential building at 913 
Washington Ave. 


over mileage payments

A dispute between two Madi- 
son County officials over mile- 
age reimbursements- erupted in 
the county board meeting 
Wednesday. 

It began when board member 
Don Garrett, D-Madison, com- 
plained that there are no specif- 
ie, written rules governing the 
mileage claims of county board 
members. 

County Auditor Fred Bathon, 
responding, said certain board 
members were intentionally run- 
ning up their mileage claims. 

After the meeting, Bathon 
called a hurried press confer- 
ence to clarify staternents in the 
meeting. In the press confer- 


ence,—he said Garrett~ was—the- 


main offender. 

Garrett was criticizing a 
December decision on how much 
mileage board members were 
allowed to collect. 

Bathon said his office has been 
forced to keep mileage claim 
records and impose a three-hour 
‘break’? between committee 
meetings to prevent certain 
county board members from fil- 
ing exaggerated mileage claims 

Certain board members have 
been filing mileage claims for 
meetings which occur at the 
same time or for which they 
didn’t attend, Bathon said. He 
said claims were filed for addi- 
tional meetings despite the fact 
that the member never left the 
courthouse in between sessions. 

“JT think-it is ridiculous for 
board members to file mileage 
claims for trips they didn’t 
make,’ Bathon said. “In most 
occasions (in which the mem 
bers claimed extra mileage) 
they only stuck their heads in 
the door to sign the ledger for 
the purpose of being paid

at, and that’s not right.” 

Bathon. said that- under the 
new rules, imposed in January, 
board members would only be 
paid for one trip to Edwardsville 
when committee meetings begin 
within three hours of each other. 

Board members are currently 
compensated 25 cents for each 
mile they drive for ‘*county 
board related business’’ in their 
own cars. They collected a total 
of $971.25 mileage compensation 
for the month of January. 

Garrett said the rules deter- 
mining what mileage compensa 
tion board members deserved 
were unfair to members who 
lived farthest away from the 
County Seat in Edwardsville. 

“Without mileage (reimburse- 
ments) it rewards board mem- 
bers who don't‘attend meet- 
ings.” Garrett said. ‘‘I dedicate 
myself to my job, and L spend a 
lot of time in Edwardsville to do 
my job. I think it is important 
board members attend other 
committee meetings than their 
own because by the time a reso- 
lution gets to the (County Board) 
floor, it’s too late."’ 

“But each time I come to 
Edwardsville it costs me $12. 
Am I supposed to ask my con- 
stituents to pay for those trips 


(out of their pockets? )” 

Bathon said-mileage perks are 
something the board would be 
better off without. 

“I don’t think there are many 
other jobs where a person is 
paid to drive back and forth to 
work,"’ Bathon said. ‘Board 
members are paid a salary, just 
as I am, to do a job 

“If we continue to pay for 
mileage at all I think we should 
just have a flat fee of 20 or 25 
bucks.” 4 

Bathon’s January report shows 
Garrett as the board member 
who claimed the most trips to be 
reimbursed for. 

Garrett received $83 mileage 
compensation for one County 
Board meeting, and nine com- 
mittee meetings. He was paid 
for attending cight meetings. 

District 1 board member “Har- 
old Byers, D-Highland, had the 
second-highest milage reim- 
bursement at $72, but said he is 
in favor a flat mileage reim- 
bursement for board members. }| 

“There has been a lot of con+ 
flict because of abuse in the 
past, and giving members a $25) 
allowance (for mileage each, 
month) might be a better way to!

Perhaps it is my imagination, 
but I sense that the public is 
more negative, more cynical, 
toward government than at any 
other time I remember. 

This applies to both political 
parties and to all levels of gov- 
ernment. 

There have always been crit- 
ies. If you read what people 
wrote about George Washington 
or Thomas Jefferson or Abra- 
ham Lincoln, you wonder how 
the critics could fail to see the 
superb qualities of these leaders.

Poll-takers may tell us how to 
make speeches that please the 
public — temporarily. I regret [ 
have sometimes joined in that. 

But the public yearns for real 
jeadership that sometimes takes 
unpopular stands, leadership 
that studies the issues carefully 
and comes up with real answers, 
not public relations answers. 

We owe that to our children 
and to generations to come.

At first it was just like the sky 
seen on any clear night from the 
students’ homes in Granite City 
— stars peeked out through a 


murky haze. 

But suddenly the ground lights 
of the city and the air pollution 
were cleared away and the sky 
became that of a clear country 
night. 

“Wow! There are millions of 
them,” said a kindergarten 
student. ‘‘I have never seem so 
many stars.”” 

More than 900 students at . 
Prather Elementary School were 
recently able to experience a 
clear view of the night sky 
through the magic of a portable 
planetarium from the St. Louis 
Science Center. 

The planetarium was brought 
to the school by Prather teacher 
Jan Greathouse, who went 
through the Science Center’s 
education certification process 
several years ago in order to be 
able to check out the center’s 
equipment. 

Every class at Prather had the 
opportunity to attend a 20-minute 
presentation in the planetarium 
during its two-day stay at the 
school. 

‘The classes found the Big 
Dipper constellation and, using 
the pointing stars in its ‘‘scoop,”’ 
found the North Star — used by 
civilizations all over the 
Northern Hemisphere to 
navigate at night. 

The classes faced such 


questions as ‘Where do the stars 


go during the day?” and ‘‘Since 
stars don’t move, how do they 
travel across the sky?" 

‘The shouted answers: ‘'The 
stars don’t go anywhere, we just 
can't see them” and ‘‘The stars 
seem to move because the earth 
turns.”” 


Greathouse told the pupils that 


almost every civilization also 


selected constellations — images 


formed by groups of stars in the 
sky — and told stories about 
them. 

While the Greek and Roman 
constellations — such as Orion, 
Ursa Major, Ursa Minor, 


Pegasus, Pices, Gemini and-Leo 


— may be the most familiar, 
each culture found its own 
combinations of stars. 

The Prather students were 
shown the outlines of 
constellations from the lore pf 
American Indians in the 
planetarium, such as the hunter 
and varieties of animals. 

Théy were told how, in Indian 
legend, the animals were each 
given shiny rocks and asked to 
draw poets picts, in the sky. All 
of them did except the coyote, 
which fooled around until the 
last minute. Then the coyote just 
‘threw his rocks into the sky, 
where they scattered. 

So every night, the legend 
says, the coyote looks at the sky 
and howls because his picture 
isn’t there. 

In conjunction with visiting the 
planetarium, the Prather 
students studied stars and 
constellations in their 
classrooms. 

Greathouse said she groups 
the lessons so that, each time 
the planetarium visits —@very 
three years — the students who 
had seen it before will have 
moved to a different lesson plan. 

For example, this visit the 
third and fourth grades first 
learned about directions: north, 
south, east and west. They 
learned the sun comes wp in the 
east and sets in the west. 

Students at all levels learned 
to plot constellations by 
“connecting the dots’’ between 
stars. 

The pre-school, kindergarten, 
first and second grade classes 
did just that on paper. The fifth 
and sixth grade classes did an 

- exercise plotting established 
constellations on graph paper. 

And the third and fourth grade 
classes were presented with a 
page of stars and told to find 
“their own modern constellations 
— perhaps a rock star or.a car 
— and then write a story 
explaining it. 

“We wanted them to realize 
that the sky belongs to : 
everybody,” Greathouse said. 

“While the scientists may have 
names for stars and other people 
have selected constellations, the 
sky is available to everyone with 
an imagination.”

How to make your own planetarium 


The large planetarium at the 
St. Louis Science Center uses a 
Digistar Projection System, an 
elaborate computerized projec- 
tor. 


The projector is able to show 
all the stars in their appropriate 
intensity and can move the plan- 
ets across the sky. 

The portable planetarium that 
visited Prather Elementary 
School is much less complicated, 
put its computer-designed pro- 
jection is-able to vary intensities 
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As the earth travels on its yearly journey around the sun; the appearance of 
the stars in the skies changes dramatically. The three drawings here show the:

All that is needed is a piece of 
paper, a pencil, a rubber band; a 
flashlight and a coffee can with 
both ends cut out. = 





First, draw a constellation pat 
terns on a piece of paper. Place 
the paper over the top of a cof- 
fee can and fasten it in place 
with a rubber band. 

Then use a pin to poke holes in 
the paper for the Stars. Make 
smaller holes for dim stars and 
larger holes for bright stars. 

Turn on the flashlight and 
place it inside the can, pointing

—the-first thing that should be noted is that 
the injured worker should immediately report 
the injury to his supervisor. The employee 
should insist that a written report be prepared 


so that there is a record regarding exactly what 
happened. 


What benefits can the worker injured on the 
job expect to rec ive? The first thing the 
employee should insist upon is Temporary 
Total Disability (TTD), which is money paid to 
the employee while he is off work. In addition, 
the injured worker can expect to have all 


reasonable and necessary medical expenses’ 


related to the injury paid by the employer's in- 
surance carrier. Finally, the-person injrued on 
the job will usually receive 2 lump sum settle- 
_ ment for the permanent nature of his injury. It 
is amazing how many working people are not 





employee to choose his own doctor for pur- 
poses of treatment. The employer-can-request 
the injured worker to see a doctor chosen by 
the employer for purposes of examination. The 
employer will have to pay for this‘exam. 
Finally, many.injured workers do not unders- 
tand that they are entitled to a hearing before 
an Arbitrator or that they can enter into a set- 
tlement agreement and thereby avoid the hear- 
ing. Which method the employee chooses to 
resolve the cl really depends upon the set- 
tlement offer made. by the company’s in. 
surance carrier in a given case and wlether the 
injured worker will require future medical care. 
An Industtial Commission. hearing will allow, 
the employee to still receive medical care in 
the future if itis related to the on-the-job injury.
